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Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

By-law No. 5687 





A By-law to Expropriate Certain Lands 
Adjoining Caledonia Avenue for Park 
Purposes. 


WHEREAS by section 622 of the Mu- 
nicipal Act, being chapter 255 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of British Columbia, 1960, 
the Municipal Council is empowered to 
make by-laws for expropriating (subject to 
Division (4) of Part XII) any real prop- 
erty for pleasure, recreation, or com- 
munity uses of the public: 


And whereas in order to extend and im- 
prove Royal Athletic Park it is expedient 
to expropriate the lands hereinafter de- 
scribed: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria enacts as follows:— 


1. That the lands described in the 
schedule to this by-law and all the estate, 
right, title, and interest therein of any 
and all persons whomsoever, save only 
Her Majesty the Queen, shall be and are 
hereby expropriated unto the sole and 
only use of The Corporation of the City 
of Victoria, forever. 


2. This by-law may be cited as the 
“Royal Athletic Park Expropriation By- 
law, 1966.”
